SACRAMENTO 一 The recent 
stabbing death of Thong Hy Huynh 
让 Davis and the death of Vincent 
Chin in Detroit has brought together 
a number of Asian groups in 
Sacramento to create the Coalition 
of Asians for Equal Rights (CAER). 

At a press conference in 
Sacramento “June 23， Diane 
TIomoda of CAER said the 
Organization's purpose “is to 
publicly oppose the increasing acts 
of racially-motivated violence 
perpetrated against Asians 
throughout the nation and in our 


-local community， as well as 

implement corrective and 

Preventative reforms.” 
HYSTERIA 


Tomoda believes that Thong's 
death can't be ignored or looked 


upon as anisolated incidentin Davis. 
“His death has happened in atime of 
growing Tacial hysteria which targets 
and scapegoats Asian and other 
Third World immigrants for the 
unemployment ”and 。 economic 
problems of this country,” said 
Tomoda. 

CAER members and others 站 
the Sacramento Asian commiunity 
are presently wearing yellow Tribbons 
in memory of Vincent Chin, who was 
beaten to death last year in Detroit 
by two white men，who were given 
probation and a fine of $3,000 by 
Wayne County judge Charles

MEASURES 

CAER is demanding that school 
boards develop procedures to curb 
Tacist organizations and racist 
literature on School grounds. They 
also Want stricter disciplinary 
measures against _ students ， who 
engage in Tacial harassment. Racist 
literature was distributed at Davis 
High the morning of Thong's funeral 
by a group calling itself the White 
Students Union. That same day 
White Student Union founder Greg 
Withrow told the Sacrammenzio Bee 
that Ihong's killer was “an 
inspiration to white students 
eVeIywWhere.” 

CAER also wants a mandatory 
ethnic studies ”program in the 
curriculum ofthe schools and faculty 
trained to diffuse potentially violent

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MalnTrain Program Reaches 
Self-Sufficiency

SAN FRANCISCO 一 mn the 
late 70:Ss, the Chinatown Resource 
Development ”Center (CRDC) 
developedthe Main Train program in 
hopes that one dayit would be a Self 
Supportingjob developmentprogram 
for the community. 

By December 1979, the CRDC 
Maintenance Training Corporation ， 
(MainTrain) was incorporated, and 
in January 1983， it began 
functioning as ， 8 non-profit 
corporation， ”MainTrain ”trains 
underemployed， disadvantaged 
adults for_ building _ maintenance 
SerVicesS， 

Al participants receive SiX 
months of Supervised on-the-job 
training in the use of building 
maintenance equipment and 
cleaning compounds andtechniques， 
including 90 hours of classroom 
janitorial training.

almost 200 people apply for every 
15 positions in each cycle. 
According .to a national 
economic forcasting SUTVey， 
janitorial work will be one of the 
fastest growing professions in the 
next decade. 
CONTRACTS 


They also receive, concurrently， 

80 hours of Engiish as a Second 

Language classes and job placement 
asSistance. 

According to Nord A. Gardner， 

General Manager of MainTrain, all 

66 participants of the first six cycles 


havebeen placedin apermanentjobs 
paying atleast$5 an hour. Very soon 
MainTrain hopes to conduct athree- 
year follow-up on the past 
participants” progress. 

Of the _ current cycle's class， 
which will graduate at the end of 
July,threehave alreadybeen placed. 

MainTrain now has contracts 
with S$2 sponsors，according to 
Gardner. Students in MainTrain 
work at Bay Area banks，offices， 
hotels and schools duringthetraining 
andiarepaid a stipend throughoutthe 
Six-month cycle. 

MONEY 

With the money coming in from 
continuing and one-time contracts， 
the program takes in from $21- 
22,000 each month 一 enough to pay 


for _ training costs， participant' s 
stipends and administrative 
Overhead. 


Gardner noted that it may be 
possible now to expand MainTrain， 
sincethere are many people applying 
for Positions. 


He estimates that 


At first it was difficult to get 
contracts for MainTrain.“Wehadto 
do extensive marketing, passing out 
flyers and ， such,” Gardner 
explained. But now the program is 
attracting more Sponsors. Within the 
last month, the program has received 
Six new contracts.“It's the contracts 
that make us self-supporting,” 
commented the delighted Gardner. 

MainTrain tries to hire those in 
financial need， heads of 
households and those near middle 
age， 

“Those who are of middle age 
usually have afamily and children to 
Support,”explained Gardner，and 
usualy have more_ difficulty in 
finding a new job. 

WOMEN 

But some participants have been 
as young as 18 and as old as 65, with 
about 15 to 20， percent of the 
graduates women，Gardner noted. 
“They make Some of .our best 
workers, he said. 

Although the trainees begin 


with almost no ” experience in 
maintenance work， each week they 
are more and imore professional. 
“They start out slower，but they 
come out .very trained,” Gardner 
noted.， We have had almost 100 
percent Support from [the 
community Sponsors],”he said. 

Gardner，60，has been general 
manager at MainIrain since its 
creation, but will step down from his 
post 3aS of October，or when a 
qualified replacement is found， 

He Said he will leave with 
satisfaction that he has 
accomplished alot and learned a lot. 

CHALLENGE 

“Tve gained a world of 
experience. 工 was fascinated by the 
challenge ofthis project. Now we are 
reallyexpanding andIthink thatthis 
job [of general manager] is more that 


of a _ business manager,”Gardner 
explained. 
Gardners Previous WorK 


experience includes 24 years in the 
Army and 13 years as personnel 
manager at San Francisco State 
University and the University of 
California. He alsolived seven years 
in Japan and speaks Japanese 
fluently. 

“Tve always wanted to work in 
Chinatown.”Gardner said,“but 
didnt find an appropriate time. 
When Ilearned about this position,I 
couldn't pass 让 up.2”

Helps Officers with Crises

SAN FRANCISCO 一 As the 
social and political pendulum swings 

.from one side to the other in the ever 

shifting tide of public opinion，the 
image of the police officer and his 
Place in society changes as well. 

Inthe midst ofthat change arethe 
constants of police work: long hours， 
potential danger, marital stress and 
Service to the community. IThe 
pressures in vowing to “serve and 
protect ”can be great, as can be the 
rewards. 

HELP 

“When people need help they 
call the police; who do the Police call 
when theyneedhelp,” Dr. Lawrence 
Au，SEF Police Chaplainasked，Anu 
Was appointed to his post last 
Eebruary，making him the first 
Asian American to be appointed as a 
department chaplainafter completing 
the application and screening 
process. 

(IT. 了. Tam，who has served as 

chaplain forthe SFPD foranumberof 
years, as the first Asian Aimerican to 
Serve as a department chaplain,after 
being given an honorary 
appointment by the city.) 

Besides his duties as chaplain,Au 
is also the head pastor of the First 
Chinese Southern Baptist Church in 
SF. Au began his preaching career 
20 years ago in the Portuguese 
colony of Macao. He moved on to 
preachin Ipoh, Malaysia and arrived 
im San Francisco to begin his work 
here in 1967. 

Unlike other big cities Such as 

New York，SF police chaplains 
Volunteer their time to the 
department， and with his own 
congregation of 600，Au has his 
hands full, he said.

"If you say it [counseling] is 
unimportant, the answeris yes; 过 you 
Say it's very important the answWer is 
also yeSs, Au said cryptically. He 
added that crisis counseling is one of 
those things that is only important 认 
you need it, 

POSITIVE IMAGE 

Aualso serves the departmentby 


presiding at religious ceremonies， 


assisting during accidents, notifying 
the next of kin of deaths，and in 


acting as an ombudsman With the 


community. 

Helping create a positive image 
of the police department is 
important, maintained Au, because 
many people don't see the police 
officers as persons with feelings and 
emotions. Rather people view them 
as robots, uncaring and unfeeling. 

“IThe concept ofthe 60s and 70s 
Was that anyone in a uniform was 
bad” Aurecalled. In the past Au has 
tried to bridge the stereotypes about 
police with the realities by bringing 
oficers to speak with youths at his 
church. 

While Au's appointment as 
department chaplaingave him his first 
chance to work with the SFPD as a 
chaplain for the US Air Force 
Reserves. 

From his past experiences，Anu 
has identified 4 stages the police 


officer goes through during his/her 


carreer. When an of 人 cer first joins

Commission Recommends 
$20,000 for Reparation 


WASHINGTON,，DC 一 The 
Commission on Wartime Relocation 
and JInternment of Civilians 
Tecommended to the US Congress 
last week, the payment of$20,000to 
each of the estimated 60,000 living 
Japanese Americans who were 
detained in concentration camps 
during World War 工 . 

TIhe commission also 
Iecommended a payment of $$,000 


each to a few hundred surviving 


Aleuts who were among 900 thatthe 
military evacuated from the Aleutian 


“and Pribilof Islands. Among other 


recommendations were: 3a formal 
national apology, establishment of a 
Special fourrdation to do educational 
and humanitarian Works, pardoning 
of those convicted of various 


detention-related ”offenses， and 
payment of -compensation for 
governmental positions Or 
entitlements lost， The 


recommendations were based on the 
commission'Ss fact finding report 


Perso1ztal Jaytice Denied released 


last February. 

“The oner-time “ payment of 
$20,000 can never fully compensate 
those who were “placed ”in 
concentration camps，but it will 
Serve 3S 3a Symbol of apology in 
Tecognizable concrete form,” 


Au asserted. 
CRISIS 
After a few years，though，an 
officer often comes to a career crisis 
which Au called the dzszlxsroz72ezt 
stage. The cop on patrol can become 


“frustrated or“burmed out”by the 


problems of people he sees everyday. 


-He often becomes resentful of the 


community because of a sense ,of 


alienation from the mainstream of 


the population,， 

“While police are being called 
pigs, they are also told to maintain 
peace.”At this stage, the o 仁 cer has 
the greatest Trisk of alcoholism， 
divorce，and other stress related 
problems, maintained the chaplain， 

The career of an o 亿 cer usually 
stabilizes during a mid-career phase 
Which Au characterizes as the _ res 
Siage' and is followed by the 
pragmaatic stage at the end of an 
0 值 cers career. According to Au， 
leaving the department can be a 
traumatic experience for some 
policemen, as they feel useless upon 
retirement. 

Au's appointment to the 
department was not only Something 
he wanted So he could help 
policemen cope with the pressures of 
their job，but it was also the 
名 lfillment of a_ childhood dream. 
“Tve always longed to wearthe blue 
since TI was 3a child. I respected 
leadership roles as 3a child and 
wanted to march like a soldier and 
had admiration for the police， he 
added. 

Au is one of Six chaplainsthat 
serve _ the department and the 
community，and he hopes to see 
some changes in the future that will 
make the chaplainsmore effective. 
Currently the-chaplainswork on their 
own, but Au thinks it would be more 
useful if the chaplainsworked more 
closely and coordinated their 
efforts. 

Another area where Au sees 
roOom for Some changes is in the 
selection of more chaplains 
representing the many racial and 
ethnic groups in SF. 

Au sees the responsibility of the 
chaplains to help build a_ bridge 
between police and the community 
as one of their most important 
functions.“Weneedtorallytogether 
and provide ministry to build

The National Coalition for 
Redress/Reparations (NCRR)， 


applaudedthe recommendations as a 
Victory for the Japanese American 
community，but objected to the 
Proposed payments of only $20,000 
per ， individual ” NCRR ”has 
demanded $25,000 perindividual as 
payment，citing the fact that claims 
for losses of Japanese Americans 
totals billions of dollars . 

NCRR also objected to the 
payment of only $5,000 per 
individual Aleut and feltthat heirs of 
deceasedinternees Should be entitled 
to reparations. 

Senator Alan Cranston (D- 
California) and Representative Mike 


Lowry，(D-Washington) lave also 
introduced similar legislation in the 
Senate and House，respectively. 
Cranston's bill does not specify an 
amount of reparation. “My bill 
leaves_ setting the amount to the 
appropriate Congressional 
committees ,” Cranston said. “At 
this stage, [bejieve it's important to 
focus on what was done to these 
people and on the need for redress， 
not just the amount of money.” 
Lowry's bil initially 
recommended payment of $25,000 
per individual and the inclusion of 
the heirs of deceased internees 3S 
Tecipients. His bl would also 
provide $20,000 each forthe Aleuts， 
Last weekhe agreed to drop the heirs 
PrIovision and reduce the individual 
amount to $20,000 Per 
Person. 口

Wong said this was especially 
true in the early 60's when he first 
began,.

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Asian Multi Services Survives， 
Thrives on Diversity Change

OAKLAND 一 Behind a boldly 
painted mural of people representing 
Oakland's mnulti-ethnic population 
lies a Small，but persistent Asian 
American agency whose clientele 
and staff reflect a large segment of 
that diversity. 

Established in 197$, in the wake 
of questions arising from that city?s 
lack of services to non-Chinese Asian 
Americans，Asian Multi Services 
took root. (lts original name was 
Asian Manpower Services; the new 
name came last February.) 

For the last eight years，it has 
Provided classroom training and 
employment .counseling and 
Placement to 了 及 oreans，Japanese， 


“Filipinos and a growing number of 


Southeast Asian refugees. 
PROSPEROUS 

With a very limited budget, the 
agency's director remembers more 
prosperous years， In 1979，the 
budget was $85,000; and in the 
following year，it went up to 
$150,000. From that high figure， 
however，the money decreased to 
$85,000 in 1982，and then to the 
current $70,000，recalled Terry 
Bautista. 

Ihat figure does not even given 
an accurate picture of the actual 
financial hardships under which the 
agency operates. Bautista noted， 
“Oakland created a performance- 
based contractthis year. Youhaveto 
find  x-number of jobs ffor 
clients _ before it pays out on the 
contract]. This affects cash flow. 于 
you don't reach the goal, you may 
not realize the full amount [of the 


contract]. 


“Instead of getting 3a [regular] 
monthly installment,，"” she 
lamented,“you get a whole lot one 
month, or Very little the next.”The 
director，who took on that position 
only last September, explained that 
this has made it very difficult to run 
AMS.，Nevertheless，the agency 
persists， 

“AMS survives because the 
people who work here are not 3aS 
concerned _ about Salaries,” she 
asserted.“They are dedicated and 
committed to working here 一 they're 
not working here for the -pay 一 
because they understand and are 
sensitive to ouUr target population.”

Though the agency first provided 
its servicestojustKoreans, Filipinos 
and Japanese，Bautista，himself a 
Filipino American，admitted that 
now:about 659% of its clientele is 
comprised of Vietnamese， 
Cambodians and Laotians. 

To address the needs of their 
clients, the agency not only has the 
Services of its own staff, but also can 
rely on Six full-time teachers 


assigned to its classrooms by the 


Oakland School District.

otherwise,”' confessed ”Bautista. 
“TIhe teachers basically come in and 
out， but they understand the 
cohesiveness we try to maintain [at 
AMS]. Thus, they put in more time 
and give in-kind services.”Shenoted 
that many of them come in early or 
stay late to attend meetings and 
participate in agency events. 

Even with the added teacher 
reSources，“ however， Bautista 
conceded that the agency has 
experienced a decrease in its ability 
to reach certain non-English 
speaking communities. 

“Because of _ cutbacks， oOUT 
bilingual capacity has been Severely 
affected. But,'”she quickly added， 
“the agency's intent to serve limited 
English groups _ from the _ various 
countries we See 3aS oOUr target group 
.. .is sincere.” 

SIMPLISTIC 

Bautista， however， cautioned 
that perhaps the answer was not that 
Simplistic. “A lot of 玫 oreans， 
Japanese and Filipinos donotfit into 
the low-income category、 (which 
governs who AMS can serve). This 
doesn't necessarily mean that they 
arebetter o 作 ;itjustmeans they dont 
fit the poverty gujidelines.” 

She cited several examples: a 
family might be only $50 over the 
maximum，but that is enough to 
render them ineligible; another 
family may have several persons 
working and the combined incomes 
brings it over the limits. “The 
Poverty guidelines are too low,” 
Bautista opined. 

Despite these difficulties， 
however，AMS has been able to 
retain much of the diversity of its 
clientele. And，according to -the 
young director, the agency means to 
use that multi-ethnic/multi-cultural 
population to its advantage. ， 

Baustista told 天 asw 玉 est that 
the agency is seriously looking into 
the possibility of developing a 
catering Service 3aS one of its 
economic development ”projects. 
This，she noted，could be a way to 
help increase the agency's budget 
and also provide clients with an 
opportunity to work, even ifjust at an 
entry-level type job， 

“We have 8 multi-Asian 
student population，and we have 
done food sales.”In the past, AMS

In 
the past，the non-clerical one had 
focused on “production “and 
manufacturing，that is，Ppreparing 
students for assemblyline work at 
factories.“ 了 But those jobs are not 
there ，anymore,” the director 
acknowledged. “Factories 
leaving the area，and no one is 
hiring.” 

Thus, came the shift moreto food 
Service and preparation.“Some*of 
the people in our classes have already 
been hired by catering services_ oOT 
restaurants ” and hotels” She 
expressed hopes that AMS clients 
may be able to benefit from the 
economic development DOW 
happening in the downtown Oakland 
area, Bautista cited the presence of 
JBM, the convention center and the 
new Hyatt as possible employment 
SOUICceS. 

At the same time，though， 
Bautista admitted that hiring atthese 
Places and others was atfifected by 
“Politics.”She knew it would notbe 
easy. AMS， however， has one 
advantage that many other non- 
profit gorups do not. 

“WeTe not shy about mixing 
with business leaders.、 We're a 
member of the Oakland Chamber of 
Commerce . . : It mostly means just 
not getting intimidated by it all. Just 
OUIT Presence is an educational 
process for both sides,” Bautista 
observed. 

RUDIMENTARY 

“They [the mostly white male 
businesspeople] have to maintain 
themselves where there are now 


aboutminorities andwomen.”Bautista- 


recalled . hat ， the education 
Sometimes has been ”very 
rudimentary.“One man came Up to 
me and asked me what anon-profit 
[organization] was! 

Contacts with the private sector 
through the Chamber may reap long- 
range benefits for the agency. In the 
meantime，Bautista has to make 
some difficult short-range decisions: 
she is expecting her second child in 
August， While the board and sta 任 
WwWantherto return as Soon as possible 
afterthe birth, Bautista feels strongly 
that she should spend time with the 
infant. 

“Every woman who goesthrough 
that has to wonder，“What's going to 
happen?7 ”she commented. 

And that precisely is what the 
agency and its board are asking 
themselves: what is going tohappen'? 
AMS is looking at new funding 
SOUrces; Starting 3a youth Summer 
employment program; and looking 
into new fund-raising programs. 

Though these changes may be 
frightening to Some less brave Souls， 
Bautista Seemed to look forward to 
them.“We are venturing into areas 
we' ve never had experience with. 
But because we are not serving just 
one language group，people are 
forced to think about the differences 
in the culture and the similarities.” 
This，she felt， would help to 
maintain 3 Sense of unity as the 
agency goes into unchartered 
territory. 口

“Made in Japan” no longer 
stands for shoddy merchandise， 
but today signifies quajlity goods in 
such products as automobiles， 
shipbuilding, stereos, cameras， 
and computers， How is it that a 
nation once reduced to rubble has 
risen to _ become the envy of the 
industrial world? Perhaps at least 
one clue resides in Japanese 
culture. 

Two delightful new books are 
sure to fan American interest in 
the Japanese way of life; The 
开 i7o7OAMind and 工 etters Fromm 
Sachiko. Both are intimate， 
personal portraits that seek to 
interpret Japan to the Western 
world. 

FLATTERS 

In TPe Kimomno Mind，Berinard 
Rudolsky, an Austrian-born artist 
and architect，wTIyly observes that 


the best place to study American- 


ization these days is to go to 
Japanl 

Of course, heiis calling attention 
to the reputation of the Japanese' 
as Skillful “copycats” who can 
combine democracy and Zen， 
striptease and Noh，flower 
arTrangement and baseball， bonsai 
and computer. The author 
suggests that the imitation fatters 
the original American model. 

As an architect with an eye for 
beauty and harmony，Rudolsky is 
a Sophbisticated and witty obser- 
Ver. He captures Japan's poignant 
beauty in its landscape，silk 
Screens，Pporcelain，quilts， kites， 
lacquered bowls，and reverential 
bows. Rarely has a Westerner 
written with such appreciation 
and affection for the Japanese way 
of life. 

As one who savors the pleasures 
of life，the author explains the 
marvelous institution of the 
Japanesebath as “not a soak but a 
sacrament，the embrace of hot 
water equivalent to the American 
reach for a cocktail after work.” 
While musing on “Traindrops 
falling gently on lotus ponds,”the 
author also refers to“mosquitoes 
of a mild sting and musical hum,… 

CORSET 

Note that Rudolsky adopts the 
kimono as a symbol of Japan 
much in the manner of Ruth 
Benedicts use of the chrysan- 
themum and the sword， The 
kimono accentuates beauty，,. 
especially to the eye of the male 


beholder. Hence the two salient 

cultural traits: a_ beautiful world 

in which males dominate. 
Rudolsky even adds a sadistic 


twist, He places the kimono in the 


Same class as the Western corset 
and the Chinese practice of foot- 
binding. All :three cater to_the 
presumed male need to keep 
women in sartorial captivity，to 
heighten male pleasure derived 
from watching hobbled wom- 
en.,， 
The most redeeming feature of 
the book,， and, indeed，a pleasant 
SUIprIise，is its 131 pages of 
ilustrations 一 exquisite woodcuts 
and drawings，which portray past 
and present-day life in Japan and 
make this book a very inexpen- 
Sive work of art. 

工 etters FErom Sachiko tells 
Japan's miracle story of economic 
Success from the women's 
Viewpoint， It consists of letters 
written over a 3-year span and 
received by the authors Japanese 
wife in New York City from her 
Sisters in Tokyo. Compiler of these 
letters is James Trager，an expert 
on food and nutrition and author 
of The Food Book and Amper 
Waoes of Grat.

Once the reader gets over the 
uneasy feeling of peeking at other 
peoples mail，the .letters provide 
an informal glimpse at under- 
standing changing life styles， 
particularly among Japan's

Whereas The Kimono Mind 
depicts Japaan's traditional.mind- 
set， 世 etters fro7mmz SacjiKo focuses 
upon contemporary innovations， 


To be sure，feminism is not a 
raging militant movement， But 
Sachiko writes happily to her sister 
that it is gaining strength in 
Japan: women are enjoying more 
freedom and independence;， work- 
ing jobs hitherto closed to them， 
-and beginning to_ break the old 
Confucian mold. ， 

.Of course，this account of 
growing freedom is penned by a 
Japanese housewife who tells her 
OwD Success story in going into 
business for herself selling 
cosmetics through prearranged 
house parties. As her business 
thrives，her sympathetic husband 
is climbing up his corporate 
ladder.，Both are enjoying the 
material blessings of upper middle 
class affluence, 

Judging from Sachiko's letters， 
communication patterns between 
husband and wife seem idyllic and 
amazingly free of conflict，given 
the strains and stresses that 
frequently crop up in a two-career

Unfortunately we read only the 
letters .coming from the Tokyo 
setting and dont know the content 
of those being sent from New 
York.， Nevertheless，Saclriko”s 
corTespondence relates many 
similarities and contrasts between 
life in the two cities:
